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Pandit Ram Chatur Mallik (bom Oct. 5, 1906), the doyen 
of dhrupad vocal, died on January 11, 1990. In his death a 
highly Creative musical mind that addressed itself to the 
frontiers of musical possibilities and upheld the finest values 
of purity and restraint has been lost. He will be long remetn- 
bered for the integrity with whlch he used the traditional 
Crf idiom to make an enduring personal statement. Indian music

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DHRUPAD NEWS 

RITVVIK SANYAL AND L. BASTIT 

Here is the annual report of the numerous dhrupad festivals and 
concerts lield in India and abroad between Feb ’89 and Feb ’90. The 
number shows an upward trend. 

1. Varanasi : March 1989. The 1989 Dhrupad Mela was the 15th 
consecutive annual held on the 4th, 5th and 6th March. Organised 
by the Maharaja Banaras Vidyamandir Trust at Tulsi Ghat, it had 
Dr. Raghunath Singh, Mahant Prof. Veerbhadra Mishra and Pt. Batuk 
Prasad Sharma opening the mela on the inaugural day. Ali of them 
emphasised the need of propagating dhrupad all the more on different 
levels all over the country. Professor V T eerbhadra made llawless arrange- 
ments like previous years and the Mela was a grand success. 

This year the Mela will be missing Shri Chhannulal, whose 
untimely demise has left a void amongst the Dhrupad Samiti workers. 
He will always be remembered for his untiring and selfless volunteering 
and devotion in organising the mela.

2. Delhi : Feb 1989. The Dhrupad Society, Delhi held its 5th 
Dhrupad Samaroh despite the sudden demise of its president, Ud. Faiyazu- 
ddin Dagar. The three-day festival froin Feb. 23 to Feb. 25 became a 
mystical musical tribute to his memory. Its reputation for excellence was 
reaffirmed by the recital of the veteran Ram Chatur Mallick, the 
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jugalbandi of Ud N Z Dagar and Faiyaz Wasifuddin Dagar, the son 
of the departed Ustad, Begum Asgari Bai, Ud Sayeeduddin Dagar, 
Ud Asad Ali Khan (Veena), Ud Imrat Khan (surbahar), and Raja 
Chhatrpati Singh (pakhawaj). 

3. Delhi : March 1989. From the 9th to 12th March 1989, the 
Dhrupad Society held its Parampara Parichay at Triveni Ghamber 
Theatre. The spirit of these guru-shishya programmes is to give the 
student his guru s audience that includes connoisseurs and veterans. The 
participating shishyas and gurus were respectively : Faiyazuddin Wasi- 
tuddin Dagar, first solo, then with Ud N Zahiruddin Dagar; Miss Agle 
and a boy student on pakhawaj, then with Raja Chhatrapati Singh; 
Gundecha brothers and Ud Zia Fariduddin Dagar. 

4. Brindavan : March ’89. The Ghaitanya Prema Sansthan, Jai 
Singh Ghera, organised its annual Dhrupad Samaroha from lOth March 
to 1 3t h March. Besides the regular dhrupad items of concert platform’ 
dhrupad of the temple tradition was also performed by local singers. 

5. Lucknow : April 1989. The Times of India Jugalbandi festival 
presented Zia Mohiuddin Dagar (veena) and Nasir Zahiruddin Dagar 
(vocal) in jugalbandi. The locale was the ruins of a former palace in 
the outskirts of Lucknow. This lent its romantic flavour to the maestros’ 
mysticism. 

6. Delhi : September ’89. From the 18th September to 20th, the 
Dhrupad Society of Delhi organized at the India International Gentre 
its fourth Parampara Parichay. The audience discovered a few new 
talents through their gurus. Jayashree Nibandhe from Pune gave her 
maiden concert and then joined her guru Ud H. Sayeeduddin Dagar. 
Guru Abhay Narayan Mallik had to perform by himself; his student 
was indisposed at the last moment. Pushparaj Koshti from Bombay 
played on the surbahar, later along with his guru Ud Zia Mohiuddin 
Dagar on the rudraveena, 

7. Bhopal : October ’89. The annual Dhrupad Samaroh was held 
from October 27 to October 29. It was celebrated as the 60th birthday 
anniversary of Ustad Zia Mohiuddin Dagar. The festival highlighted 
three of his eminent disciples Pushparaj Koshti (sitar), Ritwik Sanyal 
(vocal) and Chandrasekher Naringrekar (surbahar) besides Ustad Zia 
Fariduddin Dagar and Pt. Abhay Narayan Mallik. Ustadji himself 
aiso played on the rudraveena. Each concert had a duration of an hour 
and a half. The venue was Bharat Bhavan. And the accompaniment 
on the pakhawaj was provided by Shrikant Mishra of Varanasi and 
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Manik Munde of Khairagarh. The festival can be cited as a model 
for other fests in every respect. 

8. Gwalior : Decembcr. The annual Tansen Samaroh held from 
the lst to the 3rd December 1989 included dhrupad items by Ustad 
Rahim Fahimuddin Dagar and Uday Rhawalkar who is a talented studcnt 
of Ud Z M Dagar. Manik Munde accompanied both on the pakhawaj 
Pt. Ravishankar also gave dhrupad genre recital to the accompaniment 
of Shri Durgalal. 

9. Chandigarli : December’ 89. Dhrupad Samaroh was held here 
for the first time from 7th to 9th December- Among the eminent artistes 
who participated were : Ud Zia Mohiuddin Dagar, Ud Zia Fariduddin 
Dagar, Ud Rahim Fahimuddin Dagar and Shri Pushparaj Koshti. 

10. Patna : Dec. 89. Bihar Sangit Natak Akademi organised a 
dhrupad fest from 16th December. The performcrs were young singers 
of Betiah gharana, viz. Uday Kumar Mallik & Prithviraj Kumar of 
Darbhanga, Jagat Narayan Pathak of Motihari, Prerana Shrimali of 
Delhi (Kathak dance) Raghubir Mallik of Darbhanga, Arun Kumar 
Misra of Betiah, Indrakisor M isra of Betiah, Asgari Bai of Tikamgarh, 
Pt. Siyaram Tiwari of Patna, Ud Zia Mohiuddin Dagar from Bombay, 
Pt. Ram Chatur Mallik of Darbhanga and his grandson Abhay Narayan 
Mallick, Pannalal Upadhyaya of Patna, Ramji Upadhyaya of Gaya, 
Ramasish Pathak of Darbhanga, Swami Pagaldas from Ayodhya, Shankar- 
rao Shinde of Ambe-Jogai, Anwar Hussain of Patna, Harendra Dube 
of Patna, Maqbool Hussain of Darbhanga and Pt. Hanuman Mlshra of 
Varanasi. 

11. Delhi : Feb. 1990. The Dhrupad Society held at FICCI Audi- 
torium an evening of homage in memory of Ud Nasir Faiyazuddin 
Dagar to mark his first death anniversary on the 7th of February 1990. 
The artistes who oflered musical tributes were : Ud N Aminuddin Dagar, 
Ud R Fahimuddin, Ud N Zahiruddin n, Ud H Sayeeduddin and Faiyaz 
wasifuddin Dagar, Sujaat Khan, Madhup Mudgal, lqbal Ahmed Khan, 
Ritwik Sanyal, Shubha Mudgal, T N Krishnan, Sulochana Brahaspati, 
C R Vyas, Ud Amjad Ali Khan, Naina Devi, Singh Brothers, Shafaat 
Ahmed Khan, Sheila Dhar, Debu Ghaudhuri, Sumati Mutatkar, Laksh- 
man Bhatt Telang, Savita Devi, Ud Asad Ali Khan, and Biswajit Ray 
Chaudhuri. 

12. Jaipur : Feb. 1990. The 8th Behram Khan Dagar Dhrupad 
Samaroh scheduled for the end of October ’89 was held by the Dhrupad

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Society from 9th to 12th February 1990. It featured besides Omprakash 
Chourasia (Santoor) and Dr. Gopal Sankar Mishra, Ud Zia Fariduddin 
Dagar and his student Ms Bela Pant, Ud N Zahiruddin in jugalbandi 
with F Wasifuddin, Ud R Fahimuddin, Ud Sayeeduddin Dagar and 
Hindraj Divekar (been) 

13. Dacca : March 1989. A three day dhrupad fest co-sponsored 
by the Dhrupad Society-Delhi was held at Dhaka, Hosted by the German 
Cultural Institute. Representatives from many gharanas performed 
each evening before a packed hall. A feature of the fest was Pt. Siyaram 
Tiwari’s return to Bangladesh after an interval of decades. Rehmat 
Ali Khan played on the sarod; Asad Ali Khan on the veena; Zia Mohiud- 
din Dagar on the rudraveena. A dhrupad singer from Dhaka, Chatur- 
vedi, opened the festival. 

14. Lahore : April, 1989. Lahore witnessed the return of Dhrupad 
after 25 years. Ud N Z Dagar with his nephew F. Wasifuddin was its 
emissary. (The full list is not available : Ed.). 

15. Western Europe : 1989. Ud Zia Mohiuddin Dagar gave inten- 
sive training and concerts in Holland. Ud Sayeeduddin Dagar toured 
France, Belgium, Holland and Germany for concerts, workshops and 
radio recordings, Ud Rahim Fahimuddin Dagar toured France, Austria, 
Germany, Denmark, Sweden, and Switzerland giving around 20 concerts, 
recorded a compact disc in Zurich and conducted two workshops in France. 

Paris i Nov.-Dec. 1989. The Dhrupad Society of Paris organised 
a dhrupad tour of the Dagar Duo : Ud Zahiruddin and his nephew 
Wasifuddin. They gave three concerts in Paris, held a two day workahop 
that was recorded by the radio France Musique, and recorded a compact 
disc in Switzerland to see light in 1990. 

Other Activities. Gundecba Brothers of Bhopal performed at 
Krislma Gan Sabha, Madras, on Dec. 25, ’89 and in Delhi under the 
auspices of Sangit Natak Akademi & ICCR on Jan 19, ’90. Srikant 
Mishra provided pakhawaj percussion. 

Dr. Ritwik Sanyal performed at Calcutta Birla Academy on March 
24, ’89 and at the 1TC Sangit Research Academy in Calcutta on January 
24, 1990, with Shri Ashok Tagore on the pakhawaj. He also conducted 
five dhrupad workshops in Calcutta in the year 1989, gave public con- 
certs among others at Bhilai, Durg and Raipur (17-19 Sept. 89), and 
recorded a cassette on Shiva dhrupads with Messrs IRC, Calcutta. 

The second annual fest of Dhrupad & Kathak was held at Mandu 
(MP) : the dates and list of artistes have not been received. 
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Spicmacay presented for lecture demonstrations before students 
rising dhrupad artists viz. Pushpraj Koshti, Uday Bhawalkar and Gunde- 
cha Brothers, all of them disciples of Ustad Zia Mohiuddin & Zia 
Fariduddin Dagar. The teachers being young, the student community 
felt greater motivation for dhrupad. 

Awards. Begum Asgari Bai received Padma^hree on the Republic 
Day, Jan, ’90 ‘Swati-Tirumal’ Gash Prizes for 1989 worth Rs. 3000/- 
each were awarded by Maharaj Banaras VM Trust from the Endowment 
Fund of Travar.core to Swami Pagaldas (pakhawaj) and Pt. Lakshman 
Bhatt Telang (vocal). 

Disc. Ud R Fahimuddin Dagar recorded a compact disc at Zurich. 
During the Fail 1989, the Dhrupad Society-America was formed in New 
York (c/o Tim Smith, II Furman Lane, Patchogue, N Y 11772); it relea- 
scd in collaboration with A iusic of the World a compact disc of Rag 
Kambhoji recorded by Dagar Brothers (Zaheer-Faiyaz) in March 1988.

Some References Pertaining to Musicians of the Time of 
Akbar and Jehangir 

RAI ANANDA KRISHNA 
(Editor’s Summary) 

Abui Fazal’s account of Tansen’s induction into Akbar’s court 
shows that— (a) Tansen’s fame had travellcd far and wide into the 
country, (b) Akbar was well-acquainted with the Dhrupad form and was 
its patron and (c) The arrival of Tansen in Akbar’s court was hailed as 
a great event and much elfort was involvcd in achieving it. Abui Fazal 
rcfcrsto the failure of the eflforts of Ibrahim Sur in bringing Tansen to 
Agra. Ramachandra Baghela did not want to part with him and Tansen 
also must havc been dccply attached to his patron. 

Many compositions of Tansen bear the name of Akbar cither as 
a patron being eulogiscd or as ‘signature’ of authorship. Abui Fazal 
also says that people recite the Dhrupad song-tcxts composcd by Tansen, 
throughout the country. It is notable that Ain-e-Akbari was composcd 
quitc a few ycars after Tansen’s death. 

Abui Fazal gives a list of thirty-six musicians of Akbar’s court and 
the First twcnly-two among these pertain to Indian artistes and there too 
Tansen tops the list of musicians hailing from Gwalior. This supports the 
conjccturc that Tansen must havc bclonged to Gwalior and must havc migra- 
ted to Rewan from there. The names of other Kalawants who migrated 
from Gwalior arc mixcd i-c., some are purc Hindu names, like Baba 
Ramdas and his son Surdas (not the famous devotee) and there are other 
names towhich ‘Khan’ is sullixed; e. g. Subhan Khan, Sri Gyan Khan, 
Vichitra Khan, Viramandal Khan, Sarod Khan, Tansen’s son Tan Tarang 
Khanetc. ‘Vichitra’ could also be a title instead of a proper name, just 
like ‘Chatur’. For example, in Jchangirs’ time, Chatur Khan appears 
as the name of a Kalawant. Similarly, the son-in-law and favourite 
Kalawant of Sultah Ibrahin Adilshah II was named Bakhtawar Khan, 
but hc was given the title ‘Vichitra’. Jehangir refers to him in his auto- 
biograpliy and a portrait of his is deposited in the Berlin Library. This 
list of Ain-e-Akbari includes a name Rangsen, besides Tansen. ‘Sen’ 
continucd to be used with the names of musicians for a long time. It 
appears that this had been a componcnt of names of Gandharvas and 
has continucd as a hangover. The abovc list might have been composcd 
of Hindu and Muslim names as well as names of a Sandhya (neutral) class 
which could not be given either of the labels. 
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The namc of Lalkhan Kalawant occurs in the above list of Ain-e- 
Akbari. Jehangir mentions his death in Ain-c-Akbari and says that this 
Kalawant was undcr the patronage of his father from his childhood and 
that his father (Akbar) had arranged for his musical training. Jehangir 
goes on to say that Akbar himsclf taught voice-culture (svara-sadhana) 
and Hindi languagc to Lalkhan. If this statement is true, thcn it could 
bc inferred that Akbar was initiated into Indian music in his early years, 
just as he was well-vcrscd in Indian painting sincc his childhood. Jehangir 
also records a notable fact that a Muslim ‘keep’ of Lal Kalawant commi- 
ttcd suicide by taking opium, fhis reflects Hindu influence. 

Jehangir also records a remarkable incident regarding Tansen. 
He was born with the blessing of a Sufi saint called Sheikh Salim 
Chishti and he had made a prophesy that his end would come whenever 
the child (Jehangir) repeatcd a poem. In spite of all precautions, the child 
happencd to repeat a poem. The Sheikh’s end was imminent and he 
rcquested Akbar to arrange Tansen’s music. He breathed iris last in 
perfcct peace. listening to Tansen’s music. This incident reveals the 
spiritual contcnt of Tansen 's music and the high esteem in which it was 
hcld by his contcmporaries. 

Anothcr notable statement of Jehangir about Tansen is that the 
latter has becn called the best among poets, rather than musicians. He 
has said that in a poem (probably song-text) Tansen has said that the 
hcro’s face is like the Sun, his glance is like the opening up or blossom- 
ing of the lotus and the flying away of the bec out of it. This metaphor 
is based on the poelic ‘belief’ that the bee gets captured in the lotus after 
sunset and gets released only afer sunrise. In another poem Tansen has 
said that the glance of the heroine is like the lotus on which the bee has 
secured a position. These pocms must have becn Dhrupad song-texts that 
made a lasting impression on Jehangir; he must have immensely liked 
the imagery so much so that he could recall it almost twenty years later. 

The Mughal emperors were lovers of Hindi poetry and they had 
dcveloped its critical appreciation. Jehangir records an incident of the 
third year of his reign; a poet arrived alongwith Suraj Singh, he bclonged 
to the Charana class. He said — “if the Sun had a son, there would have 
been no night in this world. By God’s gracc your father has been blessed 
with such a son that there is no reason for lamenting his death.” Jehangir 
deeply appreciated this poetie expression and got it translated into Persian. 

Julakar Nain was a favourite courtier of Jehangir. He was born 
of Armenian parents.

An Introduction to Tamil Divya Prabandham 
and its Musical Study 
PREM LATA SHARMA 
(Editor’s Summary) 

Sri Nathamuni (bom 825 A. D.) compiled the poetic compositions 
of the twelve Ajawars, under the name Divya Prabandham. He had to 
resurrect these compositions as they had been almost lost in his times; 
hence they must have come into being somewhere between the third and 
sixth centuries A. D., may be even earlier. This compilation has been 
made on the model of the four Vedas, there are roughly 4,000 stanzas 
in the compilation composed by the famous twelve Ajawars and Goda 
Devi (13th) which are grouped in many cases in units of ten stanzas. 
Sometimes this number varies and on account of that the consecutive 
numbering of stanzas overlaps their grouping as song units. 

This important corpus of poetic literature that has musical associa- 
tion for more than one and a half millenia has been translated into 
Hindi and published alongwith the transcription of the text in Deva- 
nagari script, from Viswabharati, Shantiniketan in the Halvasia Shodh 
Granthamala; the general editor is Prof. Ramsingh Tomar, Retd. Head 
Hindi Bhavan. The Hindi translation has been done by Sri Srinivas 
Raghavan. The publication runs into eight volumes, brought out bet- 
ween 1980 89. The price is very reasonable, ranging between Rs. 25 
and Rs. 50 for each volume. The translation is lucid and as the original 
order of words has been kept intact, the reader can easily relate it to 
the original, word by word. The translator, general editor and publi- 
sher deserve to be complimented for this invaluable production. 

Sri Nathamuni not only lesurrected and arranged the text, he had 
also to perform the onerous task of reconstructing the music of these 
texts. It is to be rernembered that whereas reconstruction of a text has 
verifiable data like MSS or oral tradition, the reconstruction of a musical 
form or tradition is fraught with many problems for want of verifiable 
data. Naturally a musical reconstruction is influenced by the time and 
space (region) of the person undertaking this task. Sri Nathamuni’s 
reconstruction of the music of these texts must have been influenced by 
the musical forms and traditions prevalent in Tamilnadu in his times 
and his reconstruction is also lost to us to-day because of the lapse of 
more than a thousand years, Many a musician has tried to compose 
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music for some of these texts and thus much water of Marga and Deli 
music must have flown through these texts. 

The name prabandha for this cornpilation is notable. Prabandha 
stands both for a poetic cornpo s ition like epic and for a musical compo- 
sition in music; this word finds place in the Bfhadde^i of Matahga for the 
first time, in extant Sastraic literature. It could not definitely be said 
if Sri Nathamuni had seen BrhaddeSi, but if the name Prabandham of 
his cornpilation has a musical bearing i. e. if these songs were already 
known as ‘prabandha’ in tradition, then the ‘prabandha’ described in 
BjhaddeSl gets a background of several centuries. 

Sri Srirama Bharati, a disciple of Prof. V. V. Sodagopan has 
reconstructed the music for many of these texts, with the help of the 
Araiyar (guru) of the Narayana temple in Melkote. The author of this 
article has drawn upon the press copy of a book entitled ‘The Music of 
the AJwar Saints’ by Srirama Bharati, to be published by Bharata Nidhi 
in the near future. He has shown in this book that all the anga-s 
(component limbs) of ‘prabandha’ viz. svara (solfa syllables) tdla y tena 
(tht syllables ‘te’ ‘na’) pada (meaningful text), and pata (drum-syllables) 
and biruda (eulogistic epithets) are used in rendering the first ‘prabandha’ 
of Periajwar Visnucitta known as ‘Pallandu’; in fact pada and biruda 
are present in the verbal cornposition itself, tala is present in the musical 
rendering and the other three viz -svara, pdta and tena are added in the 
musical rendering. One could not say whether the form of this musical 
rendering dates back to the time of Sri Nathamuni. As regards the 
dhatu-s or sections, dhruva , udgrdha and dbhoga are present in the first 
prabandha referred to above, but all others have only two sections viz. 
dhruva and dbhoga . 

The relevance of the TamiJ Divya Prabandham to the historical 
study of dhrupad lies in the fact that prabandha being the predecessor 
of dhrupad, has to be studied in all its regional varieties for enabling the 
study of dhrupad in a wider perspective. 

Ramanujacharya (12th cent A. D.) gave the status of Veda to thss 
Tamil. Divya Prabandham and established the musical rendering and 
recitation of these texts in all Vaisnava temples of the South.

In the United States I have taught a number of courses on Hindus- 
tani music and introduction thereto. 

I described svara, each svara in a Raga, as a space, a room. One 
can dwell in it, one can stroll through it, or one can dash through it, or 
avoid it altogether. 

For western students of music, as was I 19 years ago, this point of 
view and way of experiencing notes is something quite different and 
much in contrast to the thick-layered texture of notes used in most 
western harmonic music. 

Twenty years ago I was privileged to listen to Hindustani instru- 
mental and vocal concerts at Wesleyan University in Middletown, 
Connecticut, U. S. A. The vocal concerts, khayal style only, interested 
me very much because I was already a vocalist in several western genres 
of music. 

Those concerts and other commercial recordings brought by 
friends from India inspired me to travel to India expressly to begin my 
study of khyal vocal style. 

After some months in India I had the good fortune to hear some 
Dhrupad performances, to study and to analyze the Dhrupad form in 
my music appreciation course at B. H. U. 

After 19 years of periodic khayal vocal study plus history and 
theory study, I have had the opportunity to listen to perhaps two dozen 
concerts of Dhrupad and I have in my music collection half a dozen good 
Dhrupad recordings. Each time I listen to a Dhrupad vocal performance 
I am singularly struck by certain qualities unique to Dhrupad. Initially, 
notes are held for long periods. This permits the experience of dwelling 
in each interval of the Raga. The strong sense of the movement in and 
through time, is relaxed in those long held notes of the initial alap . 
Throughout the alap, jor and jhala, there is no time-keeping instrument 
beyond the voice or melody instrument. For me this allows a more 
complete concentration on swara and Raga ‘chalan’. Then when the 
vocalist introduces a pulse in the jor section I experience it as a natural 
progression of raga and rhythmic development. The use of the voice 
8 
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ranges from the long, slow, clearly held tones to the fast driving vocal 
patterns used in the rhythmic sections of jor and jhdla. The steady 
gradual development of the Raga transports one with it to and through 
the cross-rhythmic driving climax of the vocalist presenting and impro- 
vising on the composition with the counterpoint accompaniment provided 
by the accompanying pakhawaj drum. My mind engages more comple- 
tely when I listen to Dhrupad. Consequently, I have a sense of having 
truly learned something and of having actually participated significantly. 

The perception of music is clearly a personal individual experience. 
If one considers complex classical genres of music, the more knowledge 
and analysis one has, the deeper the enjoyment of the performance. 
This opinion arises out of my own experience of learning khayal and 
learning about other genres of Indian music. 

Dhrupad intrigues me because its form is utterly different from 
khayal and resembles at least the alap, jor and jhala ofsitar. The 
presentation of Dhrupad compositions with highly rhythmic and textu- 
ally structured improvisation reminds me strongly of Karnatak vocal 
performances. I have wondered whether there is a clear historical link 
from one to the other. Trying to prove this connection is probably 
not possible but that is not relevant. We have the opportunity of seeing, 
observing one possibility of the evolution of musical forms. 

This understanding or awareness is an educational experience. 

The reader rnight well enquire of me, “Why are you not studying 
Dhrupad ?” 1 have reflected many times on that question. I was first 

exposed to khayal and heard many recordings and concerts of that style 
before I had the experience of listening to Dhrupad. I also felt that my 
voice would never be powerful enough to give the weight which is a 
feature of Dhrupad vocal performance. In closing I would like to 
express the sincere wish that the teaching, learning and performing of 
dhrupad may expand and thereby enrich many more individuals’ Uves 
both in India and abroad.

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Dhrupad : An Experience of Transcending Duality 

KAMALESHA DATTA TRIPATHI 
(Fditor’s summary) 

The desire for ‘enjoying’ forms of Indian classical literature and 
arts for the sake of transcending the duality of relationships, spread out 
in space and time, and attaining repose in self for a moment, could be 
the goal of any sahfdaya (aesthete). In the context of art-forms emanat- 
ing from the acceptance, rejection or consciousness of change of a parti- 
cular relationship, the objective or motivation of being attracted to them 
(art-forms) could be totally difTerent; but where the process of transcend- 
ing relationships, and the goal of transcending the acceptacence or 
rejection of a particular relationship culminatcs or gets fulfilled through 
the enunciation of relationships, i. e. through the ‘universalization* of 
Vibhavas etc. and where the culmination comes about in the repose in 
self-consciousness, that literature or art-form will certainly have a 
difTerent mode of ‘enjoyment.’ 

As a listener of Indian classical music, the auther has experienced 
the State of resting in his self for a moment, beyond all duality. Although 
the process of ‘enjoyment’ is difTerent in literature and music, but the 
final experience is the same in both. The author’s attraction towards 
various classical and folkforms of the music of North India, is motivated 
by his search for this repose. 

Although the State of rest or repose in self-consciousness is common 
to all art-forms, each art-form should also have its own characteristic 
experience; otherwise there would be no purpose for the various art- 
forms. From this viewpoint, the peculiar or distinetive nature of the 
experience of listening to Dhrupad and Khayal attracts attention. Both 
these forms have infinite possibilities of elaboration of raga and play of 
‘time’ manifested in laya and tala ; but dhrupad embodies a clearly 
distinguished manifestation of the holding and movement of svaras in 
ala p y jor and jhala on the one hand and the play of ‘time’ through a 
combination of pada (word) laya-tala and svara on the other. 

The holding of or steadiness in svaras in the deliveation of raga , 
remaining independent of the time-eyele provides a distinetive ‘enjoy- 
ment\ Although the possibility of alap ‘transcending’ the bonds of 
time is not absent in Khyal, yet in Dhrupad the alap juxtaposed to the 
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colourful rendering of the composition presents a distinguished delight 
and the enjoyment of the play of laya-tala becomes distinct. Thus Dhrupad 
presents a wonderful blending and yet distinctive role of steadiness and 
motion, action and rest. 

The transition from the restful State of alap to the energetic 
presentation of a ‘combat’ with loya-tala presents a similarity with the 
restful and active State of life. The strong voice of the singer, the virility 
of performance supported or ‘filled up’ with the deep sound of pakhavaj 
all contribute to the distinctive nature of the aesthetic delight provided 
by Dhrupad. It embodies a blending of the soft, delicate and strong, 
or ‘harsh’, but the culmination comes in the experience of the solemn and 
the grave. There is a peaceful ‘fight’ and constant dialogue in the 
performance; the combination of the epic and lyric in this form has 
always intrigued the author. 



THE DAGAR TRADITION : CHARACTERISTICS 

OF ALAPA 

RITWIK SANYAL 

In my previous articles on Dagar Tradition in the Dhrupad 
Annuals 1986 and 1989, I had drawn upon the brief history of the 
family, its genealogy, characteristics of singing and playing on the Rudra- 
vina, voice and tone. In this article, I would like to draw upon the 
system of alap and the beauty of improvising; all based upon my rigorous 
training in the oral tradition of Ustad Zia Mohiuddin Dagar and Ustad 
Zia Fariduddin Dagar. 

Importince of Alap 

Alap or aldpcari plays a very important part in the melodic impro- 
visation of the Dagar vani. So alap becomes its forte. That does not 
imply that the Dagars are inept in tala improvisation. In fact they 
have a very intricate and complex system of rhythmic improvisation 
( layakdrt ) and this would be dealt elaborately in another article related 
to tala in the near future. 

The whole concept of alap in the Dagar tradition is like a worship 
(upasana). When we worship a deity the idol is beautifully decorated 
and then consecrated and finally the rituals done in stages with utmost 
concentration and piety. In alap, as we make the myriad tonal patterns, 
we directly experience the joy it occasions. It releases us from tension 
and the singer and the listeners are engulfed in sound. The tones of the 
raga become meaningful through proper intonation and just melodic 
phrases and the soul of raga (like prana pratiftha in an idol) emerges 
in the alap. In alap, the tones are gradually unfolded beginning on the 
tonic, going to the mandra register and then again going up to madhya 
and tara . It is like a beautiful but difficult journey; it is moving from 
here to eternity. My Ustadji says in a lighter vein that the journey has 
pitfalls; so one has to be careful, get up cautiously and proceed again on 
the long and arduos path. In alap one has also to be cautious about 
the slippery phrases that might come across a particular raga. This 
is important to maintain the purity and individuality of an established 
raga. The journey also indicates a search (lit. ‘marga,'). The search 
could be the goal of life, it could be one’s deity or it could be the unseen 
(adffta). The realisation of the absolute viz. ‘Reality is one, savants 
talk about it differently’, stands verified and confirmed. 
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Merukhand Alap 

The system of alap in the Dagarvani is called merukhand alap which 
employs (0 finesses called akar, dagar, dhuran, muran, kampit, andolit, 
lahak, gamak, hudak and sphurti (vide my article DA 1986). The 10 
finesses form the component of dagarvani alap and these are freely used 
in tonal phrases. The alap is called merukhand (from ‘khandameru’ 
vide SangJia Ralnakara ) because it exploits the infinite possibilities of 
tonal phrases ( svara sahcara) through permutation and combination. The 
Dagars go a step further; they also use the word ‘Sumerukhand’ which 
is an extension of merukhand taking into account possibilities through 
ornission and addition of vikrla notes. Thus the numbers get multiplied 
in the 'sumerukhand’ process. In the oral tradition, we were asked to 
improvise a raga within a particular tonal range (e. g. from Sa to Pa in 
Multani) for hours together. This enhanced our Creative ability of 
improvising with the help of permutation of notes in a raga, more so in 
the later stages of Jor and Jhala. 

Tone and Raga improvisation 

The Dagar tradition aflirms that the alap is not merely an expan- 
sion of the raga ( raga-vistara ) but also improvising and embellishing 
the tones ( svaravistara ) or Svar ki upaj. In khyal genre today, so much 
importance is given to rSga-vistara that svara-vislara is almost neglected. 
In the Dagar tradition, the two go hand in hand. In a performance, 
the two operate almost simultaneously. When the raga is gradually 
unfolded note by note in a raga, the typical raga phrases carry with it 
the subtle tonal infiections including the micro-tonal vacillations, so 
typical of the Dagarvani alap. I have discussed the tonal characteristics 
in my previous article (vide DA 1989). Sometimes the tonal infiections 
are so subtle that they become hardly noticeable to the unskilled and 
untrained ears. 

Let me cite this in raga Todi. Every student of classical music 
knows that ‘Re Ga Re Sa’ (here Re, Ga komal) is a typical Todi phrase. 
But does mere singing of the phrase give us the Todi flavour ? Not so. 
The ‘Ga’ is slightly diminished with a longish ‘Re’. The intonation of Ga 
with the exact Sruti-infiection and a perfection consonance of Re with 
Dha is called for, and that gives us the Todi color. In the same phrase, 
if the ‘re’ is pronounced less, the phrase would end up as Bhairavi. This 
example indicates the deep relationship that exists between the raga and 
its tone The result emerges only through homogeneous application of 
the two 
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Stages of ala p 

As we all know, the present dhrupad alap is a good example 
of anibaddha and is called Rdgdlapti in Sangita Sastra. Alap or alapcarl 
(Tn Bengali, ‘alap’ is used for introducing a person) introduces the raga, 
unfolding it very slowly in the beginning. Then in the next stage we 
feel the pulse and that is Jod. In the third stage it speeds up and that 
indicates jhala . The vilambit-Madhya-drut stages are clearly indicated 
in a complete alap. 

However, in practice, the stages could be more than three Here 
let me State that the term ‘alap’ stands for the whole alap which includes 
jor and jhala. ‘Alap’ could also stand for the first stage only when we 
talk of alap-jod-jhala separately. In the Dagar tradition, a very long 
alap may consist of several stages. After a very slow alap, the jor may 
consist of slow, medium and drut sections (vilambit, madhya, drut jod). 
The same holds for jhala with slow, medium and drut sections. These 
total up to seven stages. In each stage the tempo increases gradually 
and finally ending up with very fast tempo jhala . In jor the pulse consists 
of two beats and in jhala of four beats. 

During my conversation with Pt. Nikhil Ghosh of Bombay, he 
spokeof bardudri alap i. e. alap with twelve doors in certain oral tradition. 
Concert platforms today don’t permit such elaborate alap and my 
Ustadji says that it becomes impossible to demonstrate a full-fledged 
alapcarl except for informal gatherings. I have heard my Ustadji play 
alap in Rag Megh for 6 hours. I have performed with Ustad Z. F. 
Dagar alap of 3 hours’ duration. 

Aid p Syllables 

The Dagar tradition is specific and careful about the use of syllables 
in alap improvisation. They use meaningless syllables which they have 
derived from the esoteric Vishnu mantra “Om Hari Ndrdyana tarana 
tdrana ananta hari Om ”. The syllables later on were dubbed as nom-tom 
alap by the votaries of Hindustani rnusic. It is possible to roughly 
codify the syllables and to find out a certain order starting with one 
syllable and then the use of a group of syllables taken together. These 
can be enlisted below : 

1. One syllable : Ri Na Num— used separately for sustaining and 

expanding a note.

Concluding remarks 

I strongly remember with reverence what the Late Thakur Jaidev 
Singh used to say with conviction to me and all others. He would say 
that the alap is the essence of Indian music. The soul of a raga is m 
the system of alap. It is also the finest expression of one’s feeling through 
sound. 

In our music, Alap is an integral part of melody, not only in singing 
but also playing. No other music in the world has such a coherent 
system of the art of improvisation. In India, the vocalists today have 
been neglecting this art, whereas good instrumentalists value alap so 
much that they try to imbibe the alap techniques of Dhrupad instrumen- 
tal music. I am reminded of my Ustad Zia Mohiuddin Dagar say— 
“Beta, svar lagao, Pyar se lagao”. This is the final advice that I received 
from him to perform good alap. We have to love the tones, like loving, 
caressing and cuddling a small child.

Prasad Tripathi and Pt Ambika Prasad Tripathi of the same village. 
Later his father Pt. Ram Naresh Tripathi sent him to Calcutta for 
further training under the guardianship of Sri Gurunarayan Verma, the 
founder of Bhrgu Sangitalaya. There his main teacher was Sri Bhygu- 
naih Verma and he was also guided by Pt. Shankar Bhatt, Sri Mohini 
Babu and Sri Vishwanath Prasad; he learnt Dhrupad, Dhamar and 
pakhawaj Later he also developed his own style of playing songs on 
the harmonium as solo performance, on the basis of the training received 
by him from Gayanacharya Pt. Lakshman Rai of Hyderabad. He also 
had the opportunity of studying the theory of Indian music under Pt. 
V. N Bhatkhande. He became an accomplished musician in not a very 
long time due to his devotion towards following the directions of his 
gurus. Later he came to Varanasi and settled here. 

The music lovers of Varanasi knew him as Gayanacharyaji. He 
was very affectionate to his students and music lovers. Later he was 
invited to the Banaras Hindu University by Pt. Madan Mohan Malaviya- 
ji When musical training was started in the Sanskrit Mahavidyalaya, 
he served as a music teacher in this institution for a long time. He 
edited some works on music during this period and also edited a quar- 
terly music journal ‘Sangeet Madhuri*. He also published a compilation 
of Dhrupad and Dhamar composition entitled Shiv Sangeet Prakash. 
He uscd to begin and conclude with his Bhajan in the regular series of 
Geeta lectures in the B. H. U. 

He was proficient in Layakari and Bolbant which he used to render 
with great ease, he was also well-versed in pakhawaj and the late Mahant 
of Sankatamochan Pt. Amarnath Mishra was among his students. His 
end was nothing less than a miracle, because on the Makar Sankranti day 
he completed his bath in the Ganga, completed his early morning prayers 
and worship rituals and after completing recitation of Vishnu Sahasra- 
nam he prostrated before the deity in the Laxmi Narayan Mandir built 
by himself and he left his mortal coil in the same position.

Stuti and Kirtana : Two Source words of Dhrupad in 
Vedas and Puranas 

V. R. RATATE 
(Editor’s Summary) 

The Indian tradition accepts Veda to be the source of every Science 
and art. The yajna-mandapa in the Vedic ritual was a ‘stage’ for 
sdmagdna, playing on instruments like Vina and Dundubhi and dance; 
similarly in the Agamic tradition, the assembly hall of the temple was 
also the stage of song, instrumental music and dance. The author has 
attempted to relate the tradition of Dhrupad with the devotional music 
performed in temples, known as ‘ Kirtana \ a component of Bhakti. 

Alongwith jiidna and karma tlie Veda also desribes Bhakti. Kirtan 
is wellknown as a component of Bhakti all over the country and each 
region of the country has had one great devotee or the other as the 
originator of Kirtana. In Maharashtra the origin of Kirtan is ascribed 
to Narada. The Kirtan traditions of the various regions have had some 
affinity with Dhrupad. A very famous verse in Srimadbhagavata- 
Mahatmya (VI. 86, 87) gives a word-picture of Kirtana , which resembles 
Dhrupad to some exient. “Prahlada was keeping tala on the cymbals 
Uddhava was playing the (big) bronze cymbals, Narada was playing on 
the Vina, Arjuna was singing, Indra played on mrdanga , the four kumdra's 
(Sanaka, Sanandana, Sanat and Sanatana) were singing ‘Jaya Jaya’ 
Sukadeva, the son of Vyasa was giving a discourse and in the middle 
danced the triad of bhakti, jhdna and vairagya. Tnis was the divine 
assembly of Kirtana that delighted the Lord’\ 

In course of time the rigours of the tradition of Kirtana became 
locse and Veena and Mridang were replaced by Harmonium and Tabla 
in many regions during the last hundred years or so. The author has 
tried to trace the origin of Kirtana to Vedic and Pauranic sources, mainly 
Rgveda and Linga Purana and Dhrupad has a detinite connection with 
Kirtana either directly or through its predecessor, the prabandha .

A. Introduction 

The present paper is the first of a series of studies in the verbal 
content of Dhrupad songs, selected from some of the earliest collections 
known today; based on the analysis of song-texts from either unpublished 
inanuscripts or from the available editions of manuscript sources, these 
papers will be documented with quotations from the relevant Persian 
texts on music and references to the research-studies already published 
on the subject.- 

As the literature in English on this aspect of vocal art-musicis rather 
scaniy, we intend to provide readers not familiar with Hindi nor the 
vernacular languages used in song-texts, with a more thorough documen- 
tation highlighing the literary value of Dhrupad songs.

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The qualities of a good poel-composer ( vaggeyakara ) : from Prabandha to 
Dhrupad 

Ali previous studies in Dhrupad songs did stress the need for further 
research on the verbal content of those lyrical compositions taken as 
poetical works; however the analysis of poetico- musical works (gey pad) 
composed in the various genres of art-music which are not poems set to 
music should always take into consideration the basic aestlietic concept 
underlying their creation. The qualities required by the poet-composer 
( vaggeyakara ) as exposed in the XIIIth century Sanskrit treatise Sarigita- 
ratnakara of Sarngadeva, were still relevant for the later poet-composers 
in vernacular languages, likc Nayak BakhSu, Tansen, Nayak Gopal 
Ibrahim Adil Shah, Baz Bahadur and inany others. In its dcfinition 
(lakfana) of the best vaggeyakara , i. e. ‘the one who composes the verbal 
as well as the tonal-rhythmic structure of the song’, Sarngadeva writes : 

The best vaggeyakara is (possessed) of these exceliences; a 
thorough knowledge of grammar, proficiency in lexicography, know- 
ledge of prosody (lit. differentiating arnong the various meters) 
proficiency in the use of (different) figures of speech, comprehensiori 
of aesthetic delight (rasa) as related to (dilTerent) etnotive States of 
being (bhava), intelligent familiarity with local custom, knowledge 
of many languages, proficiency in the scientific theories of fine arts, 
expert knowledge of the three musical arts, a lovely tone-quality, 
good knowledge of laya (tempo), tala (musical time) and kala, 
discrimination of different intonations, a versatile genius, a beauti- 
ful musical rendering, acquaintance with regional (d es' i) raga-s 
cleverness in conversation for victory in debates, freedom from like 
and dislike, aesthetic sensitivity, a sense of propriety in expression 
and new melodic forms, knowledge of another’s mind, rnaturity 
in the understanding or different (varieties of) prabandha-s, the 
ability to compose songs at short notice, the expert knowledge of 
composing different verbal structures for particular melodic forms, 
rnaturity in producing gamaka-s (shakes and graces) pervading the 
three registers, proficiency» in (the presentation of) different (forms 
of) alapa and attention. (3*9)
